NOBEL PRIZE WINNERS IN MEDICINE 

Last December 10th — in Stock¬ 
holm, Sweden — 3 scientists received 
the 1967 Nobel Prize in Medicine. Two 
Americans — biophysicist Haldan Kef- 
fer Hartline of the Rockefeller Univer¬ 
sity in New York City, and biologist 
George Wald of Harvard University — 
shared the great honor with a Swed¬ 
ish professor of neurophysiology. Dr. 
Ragnar Granit. 

The Nobel Prize is one of the 
highest honors that can be bestowed 
on a person, and with relatively few 
exceptions, Nobel Prizes have been 
awarded each year since 1901. These 
awards are given to persons whose 
achievements are judged to have most 
benefited mankind during the preced¬ 
ing year or years. The award in Medi¬ 
cine is conferred by the Caroline Medi¬ 
cal Institute in Stockholm, Sweden. 
Nobel Prizes are also given in the 
fields of Chemistry, Physics, Literature 
and Peace. 

Dr. Alfred Bernhardt Nobel, the 
Swedish chemist and engineer (he in¬ 
vented dynamite) bequeathed the in- 
trest on a $9 million fund for the Nobel 
Prizes, and it is administered by a 
board, headed by an appointee of the 
Swedish Government. A look at the 
many nationalities represented by 
Nobel Prize winners in Medicine surely 
reflects the progress that American 
Medicine has made in the last 30 years. 
In the first 30 years of the awards 29 
were given in Medicine and we only 
received two of them, but from 1931 
to the present the total has been 66 
and 31 of these were to Americans •— 
both native born and naturalized citi¬ 
zens, thus America leads with 33, Bri¬ 
tain with 14 and Germany with 11.

May 19 Sermon 
Topic, ^Rebellion, 
Reconciliation^ 

Rev. Richard Anderson of 
Sierra Madre Congregation 
Church in announcing his 
sermon topic for Sunday, 
as "Rebellion and Reconcili¬ 
ation,” vyith text from Luke 
15:11-32, continues by say¬ 
ing: “There is nothing that 
undermines the human 
spirit more than to do what 
you please and then not be 
pleased with what you have 
done. At such times there is 
no one to blame but your¬ 
self. But this is so hard be¬ 
cause the temptation at 
that moment is to blame 
everyone else.” 

He continues with: "The 
persons who is following a 
path of rebellion walks a 
lonely road, a swiftly nar¬ 
rowing road. Rebellion be¬ 
gins with the broad road of 
absolute freedom — you 
alone will decide yoiur des¬ 
tiny. Yet the more you pur¬ 
sue this path the greater 
the temptation to blame 
others for your hard knocks 
and your life becomes more 
and more lonely. It’s very 
hard to say, ‘I was wrong.’ 
It’s even harder to say: T 
am not the author of my 
own existence.

Bonelli 
Sends Out 
Warning 

"Threat of a 25 cent per 
$100 of assessed valuation 
hike in the County General 
property tax rate for the 
coming budget year man¬ 
dates that the Board of 
Supervisors not go beyond 
wage and salary recommen¬ 
dations of County Personnel 
Director Gordon Nesvig if 
review shows that they are 
in compliance with County 
Charter provisions,” Los An 
geles County Supervi s o r 
Chairman Frank G. Bonelli 
admonished recently. 

“Unless upcoming salary 
hearings produce concrete 
evidence to the contrary,” 
Bonelli declared, “granting 
pay raises to County em¬ 
ployees above and beyond 
that which is mandatory 
would only add insult to in¬ 
jury to our overburdened 
taxpayers.” 

Bonelli insisted that there 
must be strict adherence at 
the salary hearings to not 
going above the lawful re¬ 
quirements established by 
the salary survey. He said 
payments by the County to 
its employees of wages pre¬ 
vailing in private industry 
for comparable positions, 
thus meeting County Char¬ 
ter .provisions, is the abso¬ 
lute maximum that should 
be considered by the super¬ 
visors.
